“SIR EDW ARD KEMP 


In the passing of Sir Edward Kemp 
Canada loses a former cabinet minister 
who gained kudos by unfailing, sound 
judgment rather than brilliance of state- 
craft. To those familiar with the inside- 
workings of the wartime government it 1s 
no secret that he was, at first, the balance 
wheel for Sir Sam Hughes, to whom he 
yas a valued adviser. Later, following Sir

In the ten years following 1910 women factory 
operatives in the automobile industry increased 1,408
